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Continuation of 5, does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: the arguments are not supported by tlie 
specificaton. One of ordinary skill in the fluid control art would know how to control different elements using either an open control loop or 
a closed control loop. Since the prior art pressure relief valves are controlled by an open control loop and since applicant does not 
disclose how the pressure relief valve is controlled using the supply pressure; one of ordinary skill in this art would expect applicant's 
pressure relief valve to be controlled using an open control loop. If applicant has a reference showing a closed control loop, or any other 
control system, using the supply pressure, to control a pressure relief valve, which controls a pump pressure; then applicant can add this 
to the disclosure, but then the claims would probably be rejected under art. Otherwise, the specification is not enabling for the pressure 
relief valve being controlled using the supply pressure. Note that without some type of support, adding a statement as to how the supply 
pressurre is used to control the pressure relief valve would be considered new matter. . 
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
